to project how the army was incapable of embracing the 
country's newly-beloved First Lady.

What had long been but a dream became a reality 
to the people of Mattapoisett as the town's library offi- 
cially reopened to the public with an open house celebra- 
tion at 12:00 noon on Saturday, March 15 at the branch's 
location on Barstow Street.

Jordan CoUyer, and Town Administrator Mike Botelho. 
Present from Rochester were Selectman Brad Morse, Se- 
lectman Dan McGaffey, and Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera. 

The first item on the agenda was a discussion 
of possibly regionalizing the three town's Animal Con- 
trol services. The three Boards of Selectmen previously 
charged their respective Town Administrators to look into 
the potential costs involved at their last meeting. 

"The personnel in the other communities, in 
addition to their animal control functions have other 
functions as well,'' Mr. Dawson said. "So it was difficult 
to determine how to achieve a cost savings that way. 
We also looked at a (centralized) facility and we didn't 
see any major cost savings there either. The savings we 
would realize as a result of one central building wouldn't 
be cost-effective unless we found a way to deal with the 
personnel issues." 

"My initial thought is we'd have to have person- 
nel 24-hours-a-day, seven-days-a-week," Marion Select- 
man Roger Blanchette said. "For instance, our Animal 
Control Officer is also a police officer, so her job is part- 
time. But maybe with the three part-timers, the coverage 
might be terrific. There's also the cost of picking up stray 
animals." 

"Mattapoisett actually has very few animals that 
we pick up," Mr. Botelho noted. "We're now using the 
ASPCA shelter in Dartmouth and we previously used 
the Fairhaven Animal Shelter. The issue becomes where 
to bring the animals when they're picked up. In the long 
run if we had a (regional) shelter, we'd have to staff it and 
fund it." 

"The cost to bring animals over to the Lakeville 
shelter is probably only $700 or $800 a year," said Mr. 
LaCamera of Rochester's current practice. "If you look 
at the cost to the three towns, I don't think right now it 
works out. The cost to put up an animal shelter is prob- 
ably $75,000 to $80,000 at a minimum." 

"Obviously, these are tough times, and if we're 
not going to get something back it's not worth going fur- 
ther right now," Selectman Blanchette agreed.

The next topic on the agenda was the possible re- 
gionalization of the three town's Advanced Life Support 
(ALS) or paramedic services. 

"We've had some preliminary discussions with 
Wareham and right now we have about 290 calls a year 
in Rochester/' Mr. LaCamera said. "Of those, 161 calls 
were Basic Level Support (BLS) and 44 were Advanced 
Life Support (ALS). So it's very difficult for the Town of 
Rochester to provide service for 44 calls a year. In the long 
term I think the three towns and possibly Wareham might 
want to look at (regionalizing)." 

Likewise, Marion noted it probably gets about 550 
Emergency Medical Service (EMS) calls a year and Mat- 
tapoisett tops out at around 600 — and about half of those 
totals require full ALS service. So even with the three 
towns combined, they wouldn't have enough to warrant a 
full-time ALS / paramedic service right now. 

"We're just under the threshold now ... for para- 
medic service," Selectman Andrews said. 

"In the long run it probably makes sense for the 
combined communities to do something like what St.

Luke's Hospital used to provide/' Mr. Dawson suggested. 

"Everything we're attempting to (regionalize) 
here is going to have its problems and disruptions," 
Selectman Jeffrey noted. "It's either a cost factor or a 
control issue. But at some point we're all going to have to 
tighten our belts. Over the next five years if we don't get 
additional funding, we're going to have to consider other 
options. I'm wondering if people see on a town-by-town 
basis that services are going to be cut tremendously if we 
don't do something, then maybe that's a way for them 
to buy into it. We can talk about all the possible ideas we 
want, but we still need to get our constituency to buy into 
it. The taxpayers are going to have to make the decision at 
some point if lack of control or convenience is worth sav- 
ing money in the long run." 

Rochester Selectman Brad Morse noted that even 
with a regional ALS service, all three towns would still 
have to maintain their minimum BLS EMT services. 

"You're looking at something like $450,000 to 
$500,000 to ramp up the ALS service," Selectman An- 
drews said. "Each community would still have to have a 
BLS vehicle ... and share an ALS ambulance." 

"It sounds like there's still room to think about 
this as a potential (regional) option in the future," Select- 
man McGaffey said. 

"Things are going to change, and I think it's going 
to take some time," Selectman Jeffrey said.

Dr. Clyde Barrows at the UMass Dartmouth Center for 
Policy Analysis and ask him to do an independent study 
of the pros and cons of regionalizing paramedic service 
for the three tow^ns. 

"I think that's a great idea/' Selectman Blanchette 

said. 

'T'd prefer to find someone who focuses specifi- 
cally on EMS/' Selectman Colly er countered. 

With that, the Selectmen asked their respective 
Tow^n Administrators to look into having a third party 
conduct the aforementioned regional paramedic study 
and report back at their next tri-town meeting. 

The board next discussed the status of cable tele- 
vision service in the tri-tow^ns. 

According to Selectman Andrew^s, who serves on 
the Old Rochester Community Television (ORCTV) Board 
of Directors, right now they are just waiting for Comcast 
to sign off on a Memorandum of Agreement to relocate 
the hub of service for all Public, Education and Govern- 
ment (PEG) Access cablecast channels in the three towns 
to ORCTV s office in the Captain Hadley House on Front 
Street in Marion. 

Once that agreement is approved and the hub is 
moved, Rochester's dedicated government access channel 
(Channel 95) will be activated, along with the tri-town' s 
shared education channel (Channel 18), and all PEG chan- 
nels will also then be provided to Verizon subscribers 
within the three towns.

"Right now we're really creating an unfair advan- 
tage in allowing only Comcast to carry our PEG access 
channels/' Selectman Andrews said. 

He also noted that ORCTV's Annual Member- 
ship Meeting will be held on Wednesday, March 26 at the 
ORCTV facility on Front Street in Marion.

service to both Mattapoisett and Marion. 

'Til look into it because our nurse just left last 
year and we hired someone on a part-time basis/' Mr. 
LaCamera said. 

• Discussed the possible inclusion of Marion 
under the shared Mattapoisett /Rochester Veterans' Agent 
Office. Right now Marion has their own Veterans Agent, 
but having all three towns covered by the same office 
might be cost-effective. 

"It costs us a little over $20,000 for administrative 
services (each year)," Selectman Andrews said. 

• Considered pooling resources for purchasing 
gasoline and diesel fuel for the three towns given that gas 
is up to $3.11 a gallon and diesel just topped $4 a gallon. 

"Diesel has gone through the roof," Mr. LaCam- 
era said. "But unless you buy large volumes, it won't be 
very beneficial ... unless you look into the state bid list." 

• Debated how to approach escalating education 
costs given the current fiscal crunch in each town. 

"I think we need to impress upon (the schools) 
from contractual standpoints that they need to curtail 
their spending," Mr. LaCamera said 

"The problem is we need a more equitable (state 
aid) formula," Selectman Jeffrey said. 

"There are many people in all three towns who 
feel that whatever number the school (district) gives us is 
required by law," Selectman Blanchette said. "That's not 
true. There is a minimum (amount) we need to fund."

ten people in town will have access to update the web- 
site/' Mr. Dawson said. ''We still have a little way to go 
in terms of getting information on the website, but we've 
come a long way. We anticipate this will become a pretty 
useful tool for residents of and visitors to Marion." 

The Virtual Town Hall service cost a one-time 
initial $6,500 to build the site and will cost about $3,500 
a year to service and maintain the site from this point 
forward. 

"I'm very proud of this product and I think 
it's second-to-none when compared to other cities' and 
towns' websites," Mr Dawson said. 

The new Town of Marion website (www.townof- 
marion.org) is expected to "go live" within the week. 

At 7:35 pm the board met with Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom) Chairman Dr Richard Kemp to review the 
recent Economic Summit and plans for Marion's financial 
future. 

"I'm happy to report tonight that at this point we 
think there will be no increases which would require an 
override or any layoffs," Dr. Kemp said. "But I would like 
to point out that we are starting (Fiscal Year 2009) with 
level funding, which is the third year in a row." 

Dr. Kemp cautioned, however, that income from 
excise taxes is down, new growth in town has stalled, and 
there doesn't appear to be any chance of increased state 
aid in the future.

well, we met with (DPW Superintendent) Rob Zora and 
he discussed the necessity of replacing (a rubbish truck) 
for about $185,000, which is a big hit for us,'' Dr. Kemp 
said. "When the transfer station closed, people got used 
to putting their trash curbside, which created a need for a 
second (trash truck). We're now looking at possibly going 
with an outside contractor instead of having the DPW 
pick up rubbish." 

Dr. Kemp suggested another potential short-term 
solution to the budget shortfall might be to charge for a 
townwide "privilege sticker" to defray the cost of such 
services. 

"A sticker is required to park at Silvershell Beach 
in the summer ... or over at Old Landing," Dr. Kemp said.

''We spend about $2,000 a year just preparing stickers. 
There are about 4,000 stickers picked up at (the Marion 
Town House) each year. What the FinCom is proposing is 
that we now charge $25 for each resident sticker and $50 
for every 'guest' sticker." 

These stickers would then allow both residents 
and non-residents to partake of such privileges as beach 
and recreational facilities and to use the Marion Transfer 
Station. The money collected from the sale of these stick- 
ers would then be used to offset the cost of these services. 

"I know a lot of people put these stickers on their 
cars as a pride thing," Chairman Blanchette said. "They 
want people to know they're from Marion ... they don't 
even use the Transfer Station and they're not going to pay 
$25 for one." 

"We realize that not everyone is going to use 
these services ... but this is an effort to help pay for them," 
Dr. Kemp said. 

"To be candid I think some bad habits have been 
formed over the past few years," Selectman Jeffrey said. 
"And, frankly, we're not going to solve the trash issue 
here tonight. But we need to look at some alternative solu- 
tions." 

"Back to the resident sticker (idea), maybe there's 
some way we could ramp it up, because that's going to be 
a big hit for some people," Selectman Henry said.

Bay Mini Grants Awarded 

Senator Mark Montigny (D-New Bedford) and 
Energy and Environmental Affairs (EEA) Secretary Ian 
Bowles recently announced grants totaling $104,479 to 
assist the city of New Bedford and five South Coast towns 
in their efforts to protect and restore Buzzards Bay The 
grants, a combination of state and federal funds, were 
awarded through the Buzzards Bay National Estuary 
Program in EEA's Office of Coastal Zone Management 
(CZM). 

"The health of Buzzards Bay is paramount to the 
vitality of our entire region. Conservation and protection 
of environmental gems like the bay and its estuaries has 
always been a passion of mine and our entire commu- 
nity,'' said Senator Montigny, a longtime environmental 
advocate and co-author of the Buzzards Bay oil spill 
prevention law. 

'T am pleased to announce these grants, which 
will help six communities enhance coastal wetlands, 
conserve open space and improve the environmental 
quality of estuaries within the Buzzards Bay Watershed," 
Secretary Bowles said. "These funds are leveraging 
matching dollars from municipalities and private agencies 
for a variety of creative projects that protect and restore 
vital natural resources along the Commonwealth's South 
Coast." 

The Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program 
(NEP) is one of 28 NEPs around the country. With federal 
funding from the US Environmental Protection Agency, 
the Buzzards Bay NEP works with communities to imple- 
ment a management plan to protect and enhance the wa- 
ter quality and natural resources of Buzzards Bay and its 
surrounding watershed. Congress designated Buzzards 
Bay as an estuary of national significance in 1985. Every 
dollar awarded through the National Estuary Program's 
municipal grant program has been matched by $2.50 in 
state, local, and private donations or in-kind services.

$14,429 to hire the Massachusetts Estuaries Proj- 
ect at UMass Dartmouth to create a linked watershed / em- 
bayment model for nitrogen for the Mattapoisett Harbor 
system. This model will set total maximum daily loads for 
nitrogen, identify and locate nitrogen sources within the 
watershed, and predict how future land use changes will 
affect nitrogen loads and what mitigation measures can 
be used to maintain water quality and meet water quality 
standards.

of wetland and forest in Marion. 

The land trust, which owns the properties, part- 
nered with the CBB to provide an additional layer of pro- 
tection on the land, which includes two of the land trusts' 
most popular preserves, Brainard Marsh and Rowland 
Marsh. 

The protection deal — the first of its type for the 
Coalition — occurred in late December, when the land 
trust conveyed 280 acres of its land in Marion to the CBB, 
which in turn, conveyed the lands back to the land trust 
via a deed that included specific language requiring the 
land to remain as open space.

in their natural condition, and the CBB is obligated to 
defend the land as open space should conflicts arise in the 
future. 

"Proper stewardship of protected land requires 
thinking long into the future/' said Chris Bryant, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Directors for the Sippican Lands 
Trust. Jessica Whittaker, Land Protection Specialist at Sip- 
pican Lands Trust added, "Partnering with the Coalition 
allows the Sippican Lands Trust to ensure for our donors 
and supporters that we will fulfill our mission to preserve 
land in perpetuity."

manent conservation is always protected from the hands 
of development. All 29 properties, which are scattered 
throughout the watershed, offer unspoiled refuge for a 
multitude of shore birds, marine organisms and other 
wildlife and comprise a kaleidoscope of habitats, such 
as woodlands, wooded swamp, salt marsh, and pristine 
beaches. Conservation of the land supports water qual- 
ity protection in three of the most important harbors and 
coves in Buzzards Bay — the Weweantic River, Aucoot 
Cove, and Sippican Harbor. 

"When our organization and other land trusts 
in the Buzzards Bay Watershed agree to accept and hold 
lands for permanent conservation, we take on a serious 
responsibility to ensure that they are indeed protected 
in perpetuity," commented Coalition for Buzzards Bay 
Executive Director Mark Rasmussen. "And perpetuity is a 
very long time. That's why the type of 'double protection' 
we've partnered with the Sippican Lands Trust to provide 
for lands in Marion is so important. By doing so, we've 
expanded both the legal framework for protection and 
we've added the strength of two independent organiza- 
tions to watch and defend these lands from misuse." 

"The Sippican Lands Trust has again proven itself 
a regional leader by taking this step and The Coalition for 
Buzzards Bay is proud to support them," Mr. Rasmussen 
added. 

This approach to double protection for land trusts 
is modeled after similar efforts by the Compact of Cape 
Cod Conservation Trusts with land trusts on Cape Cod. 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay is a private, non- 
profit membership organization dedicated to the protec- 
tion, restoration, and sustainable use of Buzzards Bay and 
its watershed. The organization works to improve the 
health of the Bay's ecosystem for all through education, 
conservation, research and advocacy and is supported by 
more than 5,000 members. 

The Sippican Lands Trust, Inc. is a non-profit 
organization founded in 1974 for the acquisition, manage- 
ment and protection of natural areas in Marion. The Trust 
is a membership organization of approximately 700 mem- 
bers and currently protects over 1,100 acres of beautiful 
open space.

Mary-Patrice Ruocco, a Rochester resident, will 
be part of the first U.S. Woman's team to compete in the 
World Pilot Gig Championship held the first weekend 
in May at the Isles of Scilly UK. The annual competition 
draws rowers from the UK, Holland, France and as far 
away as Australia.

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Movie Review 



Who's Next

Horton Hears a Who. With the voices of Jim Carrey and Steve 
Carell. Directed by Jimmy Hay ward and Steve Martino. Run- 
ning time: 88 minutes. MPAA rating: G. 

Carol Burnett, who turns 75 next month, is in strong, scary voice 
as the Sour Kangaroo in the new computer-animated Horton Hears a 
Who. Her Kangaroo, small-minded and intolerant, sounds a bit like the 
recently infamous homophobe Sally Kern, only without the Arkansas 
twang. Other than that, I'm not sure how much political significance 
we should ascribe to this tale, which began as a Dr. Seuss book in 1951 
and was adapted by Seuss and Chuck Jones as a TV cartoon in 1970. 
The pro-life movement took up the story's refrain "A person's a person 
no matter how small" (over Seuss' s objections), while the Kangaroo's 
cohorts the Wicker sham Brothers have been read as Seuss' s slap at 
Joe McCarthy. A story that can mean anything you want it to mean 
usually wasn't meant to mean anything. 

The relevance Horton may have today is that someone hearing 
tiny voices no one else can hear isn't necessarily crazy. In fact, such 
people most often produce enduring entertainment; Dr. Seuss him- 
self, cheerfully rattling on for over fifty years in anapestic tetrameter, 
probably heard his share of Whos, to say nothing of Grinches, Loraxes, 
Ooblecks, Yooks and Zooks. The hideous live-action adaptations of 
How the Grinch Stole Christmas and The Cat in the Hat reduced Seuss's 
vibrant world to a speck of dust, but Horton plucks it up and rests 
it safely in its proper place. A bit too much on the frenetic side, the 
movie is nonetheless colorful and diverting, with a merciful lack of 
scatalogical humor or other depredations that would set the good 
doctor's corpse spinning. 

As the GrincTi, Jim Carrey had to push his comedic will through 
pounds of latex; as the voice of Horton, ne comes through with consid- 
erably more purity — Horton has even been rendered with Carrey's 
heavy eyebrows and puckish smirk. Horton discovers an entire world 
inside a speck of dust, which sounds like he's ready to ride the bus 
with Ken Kesey and his Merry Pranksters, but never mind. The Kan- 
garoo finds Horton's claims dangerous. The Whos, who exist happily 
if uneasily on the speck, try to impress upon Horton the importance 




of a stable homeland — stop hopping around, you fool, and put us 
on a sunflower or something. The Kangaroo places various obstacles 
in Horton's path, such as a mean but not terribly bright vulture and 
a pack of monkeys. 

A first-time directing effort by Jimmy Hay ward and Steve Martino, 
who got their start in various capacities on several Pixar films, Horton 
teems with hip vocal talent ranging from CBS anchorman Charles 
Osgood (as the narrator) to Laraine Newman to, seemingly, half the 
Judd Apatow stable (Steve Carell as Whoville's mayor, Seth Rogen, 
Jonah Hill), and, once again, the husband-and-wife comedy assassins 
Will Arnett and Amy Poehler. The movie is awash in personality, 
especially with such unaccountably funny characters as Katie, a little 
yellow fluffball that hovers and says things like "My world is full of 
ponies that eat rainbows and poop butterflies." Sounds like Steve 
Martin on a good night. 

My favorite Seuss feature film remains 1953's The 5,000 Fingers of 
Dr. T, so Horton takes second place by default, simply by virtue of not 
being dreck like the Grinch and Cat movies. Seuss's widow Audrey 
Geisel is a producer here, too, so we must assume it has the doctor's 
blessing once removed (she sensibly stayed away from Grinch and 
Cat). As we watch Horton and the hapless Mayor of Whoville on their 
tandem missions to convince their peers of each other's existence, we 
realize we're seeing the old story of communication updated to the 
can-you-hear-me-now age. This Horton is about allowing ourselves to 
acknowledge and be moved by people, or perhaps concepts, we never 
even knew existed. Horton and the Mayor are happy to discover each 
other. Others are content to stay ignorant and unimaginative. When the 
movie comes out on DVD, someone should send Sally Kern a copy.
